FLAG OF ARMY ON COFFIN 


forty Bands Massed on Platform; 
King’s Equerry and Many 
Cfficials Present. 


SERVICE GREAT PRAYER MEETING 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—Funeral services for 
the founder of the Salvation Army, Gen. Wil- 
iam Booth, were held at the Olympia to- 
night. In accordance with the traditions of 
the organization they were without pomp or 
symbols of mourning, but were carried out 
with fervor and impressiveness. 

Thirty-four thousand persons participated 
ip the function. Nearly half of them wore 
blue coats and red jerseys or bonnets with 
the red ribbon so familiar on the streets of 
the cities of the world where the army is 
established. 

The body of the general, in a plain pine 
eoffin, rested high upon a awhite catafalque 
in front of the big platform across the end 
of the hall, where ail the chief officers of 
the organization were seated and where 
fortr bands were massed. 


First Flag Above Coffin. 

The crimson flag of the army “ of fire and 
biood,”’ which the general unfurled on Mount 
Calvary, was planted above the coffin. A 
bank of flowers, composed of the tributes 
sent by members of royalty and many so- 
cleties, were behind it. 

Flags of various nations in which the com- 
mander in chief had waged campaigns and 
the standards of the older divisions of the 
army were arranged ir front of the plat- 
form, 

The front rows of chairs before the coffin 
were filled with representatives of various 
hocies and also the equerry for the king, 
¢everar mayors in their robes and chajns of 
office, a delegation from the stock exchange, 
ministers and clergymen of all the protest- 
ant churches and Jewish rabbis, and many 
notable personages were seated throughout 
the house. 


Service Mammoth Prayer Meeting. 
The service itself was not only a memorial 
but a*mammoth meeting of prayer and 
praise. 

The most solemn moments of the long 
meeting were when the coffin was borne 
along the center of the hall to the sonorous 
music of the dead march in“ Saul."" A small 
procession representing many branches of 
the Salvation army, carrying the flags of 
their respective countries, preceded it. 

Immediately before the body a brigadier 
bore aloft ‘the crimson flag which the gen- 
eral raised at Jerusalem and under which he 
Wood, and following him 
marched the officers from foreign countries. 
Then came the new general of the army, 
Bramwell Booth, and his wife, both wearing 
uniforms of commissioners and members of 
the Booth families. 


Thousands Join in Hymn. 

Every seat on the floor and in the galleries 
wes taken when the service began, and 
eeveral thousands of persons were banked 
around the outskirts of the hall. half of whom 
could not see over the shoulders of those in 
front, but who could hear and take their 
part in them. 

When the bands began with the well known 
revival hyznn, “The Better World,” the 
ocean of voices took up the strain and sang 
three stanzas of it. Then every one bowed 
his head in silent prayer. 

The bands broke into the dead march at 
the conclusion of the prayer, and the thou- 
fands rose and turned toward the entrance 
Where appeared a ciuster of white tipped 
flags. 

Amid reverent silence the white catafalque 
Was wheeled along the aisle to a position in 
front of the platform, where its escort broke 
te the right and left and mounted the steps. 


Bramwell Booth in Prayer. 

Bramwell Booth immediately reached his 
Chair, where he fell to his knees and buried 
hie face in his hands. The assembly then 
fang “Dear Savior, I can ne'er repay the 
debt of love I owe.”’ 

Commissioner Lawley, the late general's 
right hand man, made a brief extemporane- 
ous Prayer. and this was followed by the 
hymn.“ Pass me not, O gentle Savior.’ 

Commissioner Adelaide Cox offered prayer 
and with a ereat murmur of voices every one 
repeated the Lord’s prayer. 

The congregation then read silently from 
books several extracts of the late general's 
Writings. the reading being interspersed by 
hymns, one sung by children and another 
by all the women in the hall. 


Revival Service Begun. 

Bilent reading, alternating with hymns, 
Sontinued for “If an hour, following which 
& true Salvation Army revival service was 
Conducted and an invitation to sinners and 
backsliders to come to “ The Mercy Seat.” 

Dozens of persons forced their way through 
the crowded eicle to the mercy scat on either 
ide of the platform. where they knelt in 
prayer. 

In some cases the police were required to 
force a way for the penitents. 

Striding back and forth on the platform, 

Bramwell Booth, swinging his arms 
above his head, led the singing. pausing fre- 
dently to remind sinners that the deed 
eae hed given hie life to saving them. 

e revival service was concluded with the 
einging of “ His blood cam make the vilest 
Clean; His blood avails for me.”

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BLAMES A POLICEMAN FOR 
DEATH OF RICH PUBLISHER. 


Valet of Thomas Noyes Declares Blue- 
coat Knocked Employer Down, the 
Injury Inflicted Proving Fatal. 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 28.—[Special. ]}~—Be- 
hind the death of Thomas Noyes, millionaire 
publisher and owner of the Washington 
American league baseball team, whose death 
a week ago Wednesday was attributed to 
pneumonia, lies a pathetic tragedy which 
the Noyes family are investigating. 

Charles Simbley, for thirteen years valet 
to Mr. Noyes, has made affidavit that Noyes 
came to his death through having been struck 
down on the night of Aug. 17 in front of the 
fashionable Farragut apartments by Police- 
man Charles M. Mundie. His story is backed 
up by two of the Farragut’s elevator boys. 

‘The valet eays Noyes left his apartment 
at 10 o'clock the night of his death, and 
walked one block. He stood whistling when 
he was approached by Mundie, who pro- 
tested against the noise. 

Noyes had a habit of raising his hand be- 
fore speaking, generally placing !t. on the 
arm of the person addressed. According. 
to the valet’s affidavit, ‘when addressed by 
the policeman, he raised his hand, and was 
tmmediately felled by a blow from Mundie’s 
fist. The policeman denies the story.

Annie Raffelson Has Farmhand 


Taught to Read and Sent 
to Medical School. 


SELLS E088 TO HELP HIM 


Milzenmacher Plans to Marry An- 
other and Benefactor's 
Love Turns. 


HE GOES TO HOSPITAL; SHE TO CELL 


The romance of Annie Raffelson and her 
“ Apollo” burned itself out last night. 

A dash of carbolic acid flung into ‘‘ Apol- 
lo's’'’ face by the girl gave the final fiery 
touch to it. The acid did not “ forever 
mar Abraham Milzenmacher’s fatal beauty,” 
but it marked him and burned his hands so 
that he may not work with probe and scalpel 
for some time to come. It also marked 
out the parting of their ways. Milzenmacher 
went to a hospital and then to his home. 
The girl is locked up at the Maxwell street 
station. 

The flinging of the acid, according to the 
story told by the girl to the police, was an 
act of desperation prompted by the rejec- 
tion of her love by Milzenmacher after she 
had given him six years of self-sacrifice 
and devotion, 

Almost by her efforts alone, she said, 
she had raised him from a place as an illit- 
erate hired man on her father’s farm to 
a position as teacher in the Hebrew insti- 
tute in Chicago and the prospect soon to be 
realized of a physician's degree at the Uni- 
versity of Chicagw. | 


Deemed Her Beneath Him. 

Having reached this point of vantage, Miss 
Raffeleon said, Milzenmacher had leisure to 
look around and take in his changed situa- 
tion. Then, she declared, he discovered the 
girl! who had helped him was “* beneath him.”’ 
Another girl, this one wealthy and accom- 
plished, made a stronger appeal to his edu- 
cated eye. Without se much asthanking her 
for what she had done for him, she asserted, 
Milzenmather jilted her and prepared to 
marry the other woman. 

The attack was made at Center avenue and 
Twelfth street. Milzenmacher had walked 
into a laundry with a bundle of linen. The 
girl, without his knowledge, had been fol- 
lowing him. 

When he came out Miss Raffelson sprang 
at him and threw the contents of a bottle 
of carbolic acid on him. 

Milzenmacher shouted for help and the po- 
lice came. The girl made no attempt to 
escape. She did not deny having thrown 
the acid. 

Tells of Her Shattered Romance. 

Miss Raffelson is said to have made the 
following statement to the police: 

‘My father is a farmer living near She- 
boygan, Wis. For the last two years I 
have been living at 1220 South Sawyer ave- 
nue. I threw the acid at Abraham because 
he had broken his promise to marry me. I 
have done everything a woman could do 
for a man, and now he has deserted me for 
another girl, 

‘We met first six years ago. 
years old then, and so wae I. He had just 
come to this country from Europe. He had 
no money and no education, but then, as al- 
ways, he was handsome. The first time I 
saw him I called him Apollo, because I had 
heard the expression “ As beautiful as Apol- 
o.”’ 


He was 16 


‘‘ Abraham could not read or write. All he 
had was his strength. He could do farm 
labor for my father. But as soon as Il caw 
him I fell in love with him. I think, too, 
that in those days he loved me. We got to 
be well acquainted. Soon it wae agreed be- 
tween us that we should marry. 


They Plan for the Future. 

“Then we began to plan for the future. I 
thought it would be fine if he could be- 
come a doctor. So I set out to educate him. 
I got my school books and taught him the 
rudiments of education. . Under my tutor- 
age he learned how to read, write, and fig- 
ure. After four years he had a fairly good 
common school education. 

“Two years ago we decided that he should 
come to Chicago and study: to become a 
teacher. We thought that as a teacher he 
would be able to earn enough money to put 
him through some good medical schook 
After that we promised each other we should 
marry. 

‘Abraham had a little money and I had 
saved some. We made a fund of it and he 
left Sheboygan. As soon as he reached Chi- 
cago he got a job in a sult manufacturing 
plant. He 4id not earn much, but his job 
gave him time to study. To eke out his ex- 
penses and provide him with the books and 
the good clothes he had to have I gave him 
the money I made on the farm in Sheboygan 
by selling butter and eggs. 


Starts Study of Medicine. 

“Yast year Abraham was abie to pags his 
examinations, and some one who was inter- 
ested in him got him a place as a teacher 
in the Hebrew institute, where he had been 
studying. As soon ashe was made a teacher 
he entered the University of Chicago medi- 
cal college. . , 

““ When he entered the university Abraham 
sent for me to come to Chicago, so I could 
be near him. I got a place in a department 
store, so I would not be a burden to him, but 
would be able to help him with my savings. 

“After I had. been here a little while 
Abraham's feelings toward me seemed to 
I could not understand 
it at first. Then, by accident, I discovered he 
was corresponding witr a Sheboygan girl. 
She is Miss Minnie Fredelmann. Her people 
are wealthy.” 

Milzenmacher lives at 1112 South Center 
avenue. He denied the truth of Miss Raffel- 
gon’s statements last night. ‘I always 


thought,” he said, “that she was in love 
with my brother.” 
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BRINGING THE CHILDREN BACK TO SCHOOL. | 
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CHILD DROWNS AT 
CLARENDON BEACH 


Little One Loses Life in Shal- 
low Water While Guards 
Stand Near. 


ROUSES NEIGHBORS’ IRE. 


Antipathy of residents of the north shors 
to privately owned bathing Deaches in that 
part of the city was aroused by two é¢nci- 
dents yesterday. One was the drowning ofa 
little girl in two feet of water at the Clarep- 
don beach. 

The other incident was the reopening of the 
North Shore beach, which had been ordered 
closed by Mayor Harrison after an attack 
on a little girl there by two men. 

The child @rowned was Hedwick Von Med- 
ing, the 10 year old daughter of Hane Von 
Meding of 4226 Perry street, secretary of the 
Roofers and Builders’ Supply company. 

Charles Wilkinson of 18 Chalmers place an4d 
Charles Patn of 729 Montrose avenue stum- 
bled over the girl's body in the water, not 
ten feet from the shore. Wilkinson ran for 
a doctor at the Park View hospital near by. 


»« Mother’s Story of Tragedy. 

The mother's story of the drowning is as 
follows: 4 

‘*T had been bathing with my children, but 
had become chilled and left the two alone 
while I went In to dress. Victor, my 12 year 
old gon, followed me and opened the bath- 
house locker for me. 

‘‘In a few minutes he came running back, 
asking me if I had seen Hedwick. I said 
no. Then I thought she might havé been 
drowned because she couldn’t swim much. 
We ran to the beach and couldn’t see her 
any where. 

“I called to several of the life guards to go 
in and look for the child. Tney just stood 
there and laughed at me, telling me [t would 
be impossible for my girl to drown with so 
many people in the water around her. For 
at least five minutes I stood there, pleading 
with them to go out. ‘There is no danger of 
her having drowned,’ they would answer. 
‘She has just got outoft sight somewhere and 
will return.’ 

Young Men Find the Body. 

‘ Ten minutes later two young men yelled 
from the shore that they had found a 
drowned girl. I covered my face with my 
hands, afraid to look, knowing that it was 
my Httle girl. When they laid her on the 
sand I looked and saw it was Hedwick.’’ 

Dr. EmH# ‘Torrell of the Park View hospital 
arrived in a few minutes with several in- 
ternes and nurses. The pulmotor was tele- 
phoned for. Before it came the doctors 
worked without a stop for an hour. When 
it arrived the work was taken up again and 
continued until nearly 6 o’clock. There was 
not a sign of returning life. Dr. Torrell said 
he thought the girl was dead before she was 
taken from the water. 

“She must have been struck by a large 
wave and knocked down,” he said. ‘She 
could swim but little, I understand, and when 
a thing of that kind happens to a child of 
that age she becomes so frightened she could 
not rise out of the water.”’ 

The manager and life savers at the Claren- 
don beach denfed they had refused to look 
for the child. 

“The mother Cid not even tell us her 
chiid was missing,’ said the manager. “ In 
fact, I did not know cf the trouble until one 
of the d¢ctors had arrived.’’ 

Beach Reopening Is Survrise. 

North Shore reeidents were surpr ‘zed last 
‘night by the reopening of the North Shore 
bathing beach. 


Mayor Ha. rison nad reveked the pense of 


the beach on Aug. 9 because a 9 year old 
girl had been attacked by two men in a 
photograph gallery there. The case was 
not reported to the police by the lessee of 
the beach, Mrs. AmeHa Cleys, who says she 
acted on the advice of her attorney. 

The two men charged with luring the child 
into the photographer's dark room were 
held to the grand jury yesterday in the 
Sheffield avenue court. They are Frank 
Osborn and A. W. Smith. Their bonds were 
fixed at $1,500 each. 

The revocation of the beach’s license was 
one of the first acts of the mayor en his re- 
turn from a vacation. It was reopenec after 
he had been out of the city only a few hours. 
The mayor acted on the recommendation 
of Police Captain Madden and W. L. Bodine 
of the board of education. 


Woman Refuses to Talk. 

Mrs. Cleys would not say on what author- 
ity she resumed business. She referred in- 
formation seekers to her attorney, who could 
not be reached. Police at the Town Hall 
station say they believe she acted on an 
injunction fesued two years ago restraining 
the city from closing the beach. 

Voseph G. Tyssowski, attorney for the 
Improvement Protective association, which 
has done much to keep the Wilson avenue 
section clean, was indignant at the re- 
opening of the beach. 

“The owners waited until the mayor de- 
parted from the city and then started up,” 
he asserted. “ They did not dare act while 
he was here. I suppose they secured an 
injunction restraining the cit? closing the 
place. I will look into the matter in the 
morning.”’

Chief of Police McWeeny issued an order 
last night prohibiting the use of the “ push- 
mobile,”’ a crude vehicle made out of a piece 
of board, a pair of roller skates, and a soap 
box. Boys in all parts of Chicago immediate- 
ly planned to visit the city hall today and 
demand that the order be rescinded. 

In outlawing the device the chief has closed 
an industry that gave employment and 
amusement to thousands of youthe It was 
a ‘“‘home"’ industry—the pushmobile being 
assembled in the basement or rear yard. 


Boy Says He Is Inventor. 

Tony Maratta, who resides in South Clark 
street, says he is the inventor of the “ push- 
mobile.’’ 

Tony is an Italian. 
invention. 

Tony gave his first demonstration of the 
* pushmobile’ about July 15. He eped up 
and down Clark street, between Polk and 
Harrison, and he was the envy of every boy 
in ‘*‘ Little Italy.” 

By fastening a plank about four feet long 
and six inches wide to a pair of roller skates, 
one at each end of the board, and @ailing a 
soap box on the front end, he had a vehicle 
that found popularity at once. 


Spreads Over City. 

Other boye In the neighborhood made 
“ pushmobdiles,” and the fever soon spread to 
alf sections of the city. The son of a million- 
aire wae as much interested in the new device 
as the boy whose parents were poor. 

It is estimated that 10,000 Df these home 
made vehicles are now rolling along the side- 
walks of Chicago. The “ chauffeur ’’ pushes 
the vehicle with one foot, the other resting 
on the board. He holds on to the soap box to 
keep his balance and to steer the machine. 

A good healthy boy rollinga “ pushmobile ” 
can make more noise than a boiler shop. 
Pedestrians have to get out of his way or 
have their shing skinned or lege broken. 


Many Complain to Chief. 

“YT have received numerous complaints 
about these so-called pushmobiles,”’ said the 
chief, ‘‘and decided to suppress them. 

“ Complaint has been made to me that aged 
persons have been injured, and nervous wom- 
en have become hysterical at the approach 
of the pushmobile. I'm sorry for the kids, 
but this new fangled wagon will have to go."’

BUSY DAY FOR PRESIDENT 


On Board President's Train, Rochester, N. 


Y., Aug. 28.—President Taft, who this morn- 
ing directed the Tenth infantry, U. 8. A., now 
at Panama, to proceed at once to Nicaragua. 
to ald in protecting the lives and property of 


Americans and foreigners, tonight rescinded 


his order. From his private car in the Roch- 
ester railway yards the president wired to 
the acting secretary of war to recall the 


order. 


A sufficient force of marines, the president 


said tonight, would be in Managua, the Nica- 
raguan capital, and Corinto, its principal 
seaport, early next week to Insure the safety 


of American lives and property. 


2,000 Marines There in Five Days. 


The president's action tonight came at the 
clove of @ day spent largely in consifering 
telegram ms from the state, war, and) navy 
department heads in Washington. The prea- 
ident expressed tonight to friends on le car 
the belief that there will be more than 2,000 
United States marines on Nicaraguan soil 
by next Tuesday. 

A long telegram tonight from the com- 
mander of the United States gunboat Denver 
in Nicaraguan waters said the insurgent 
leaders had given assurances that they will 
open the lines of communication from Corin- 
to to Managua. 

The Nicaraguan government itself asked 
for assistance from the United States and 
stands ready to aid in opening the railway 
line to the coast from the capital. 

The message to the president said the 
rebels possess five locomotives and the goy- 
ernment five. All ten of these may be put at 
the cisposal of the United States if neces- 
sary. Therecall of the order for the dispatch 
of the Tenth infantry followed the receipt of 4 
this telegram from the Denver. 


Guffering Untold Horrors. 


The president did not conceal his anxiety 
tonight over conditions in the Central Amer- 
ican republic. In Managua and Corinto and 
other towns the situation is not now espe- 
cially dangerous to Americans, Qut in other 
parts of the country the revolution is not in « 
hand and pillaging of all sorts has been 
going on. : 

The people of Nicaragua, the president was 
informed, are suffering untold horrors and 
Americans are suffering in many instances 
with them. 

To friends tonight Mr. Taft eald if the 
senate had agreed to the proposed treaty 
with Nicaragua which he advocated on his 
jong trip last fall the misery existing today 
would never have arisen. 

Under that treaty the United States, he 
said, would have administered the customs 
of Nicaragua, and since the customs are 
about that country's only source of revenue, 
there would have been little to attract a rev- 
olutioniet who wouldn't care to tackle the 
United States. 


Why Order Was Rescinded. 

During the day the president receivedisev- 
eral long messages from Acting. Secretary 
of State Huntington Wilson in Washingtoa. 
His order to the Tenth infantry to advance 
om Nicaragua was issued in Beverly Just be- 
fore he teft for Columbus, O., where he’will 
speak tomorrow. Meseages from Mr. Wil- 
son were received at Albany, N. Y.. and at 
other points east of Rochester. and telegrams 
from the navy department also kept coming 
to Mr. Taft's private car.

The president ordered the Terith regiment 
of infantry, now at Panama, to proceed im- 
mediately to Nicaragua to aid the navy in 
the occupation of that country. Tonight he 
revoked the order. 7 


The exact reason for this change has not. 


developed. It is explained officially that the 
revocation was due to assurances from the 
rebels that they will permit American 
marines and blue jackets to travel without 
hindran<e. 


Joint Policy Against U. &. 

But behind this is information which has 
reached the government that the Latin- 
American states are decidedly restive over 
.the attitude of this country toward Nica- 
razua. It is known that some of them Bre 
in communication with each other with a 
view to the observance of a joint policy in 
certain eventualities. 

It is extremely doubtful if their exchange 
of views will be productive of any hostile op- 
position to the United States. ‘The adminis- 
tration will not permit the attitude of the 
Latin-American republics to interfere with 
its decision to protect the lives and property 
of Americans and foreigners. 

The marines and blue jackets now in the 
disturbed country will be reinforced by the 
marines now en route on the Prairie. In addi- 
tion the Tenth regiment has been directed to 
hold itself in readiness to proceed at a mo- 
ment’s notice to Corinto if they are needed. 


Worse than Boxer Uprising. 

Conditions in Nicaragua are exceedingly 
grave.“ A cispatch received by the state de- 
partment todey, cigned by 125 Americans at 
Matagalpas, told of the killing of a German 
named Nielson. The dispatch appealed for 
protection. 

Charges of barbarism—acts even worse 
than thoc of. the boxer rebellion—have been 
received within the last twenty-four hours. 

Shey include attacks on women and children, 
the shooting of women, firing by the rebels 
on flage of truce, burning of soldiers, and 
startation of political prisoners in dungeons. 

The state department late tonight received 
news which caused fears that a genera! Cen- 
tral American outbreak may result from the 
Nicaraguan situation. A belated dispatch 
from Minister Weitsel refers to an “ erup- 
tion of refugees of the fate Zelayan régime 
from Honduras into Nicaragua.’ 

This was taken by the department to pre- 
gage a widening of revolutionary operations. 


Fear U. 8. Occupation. 

The situation is complicated by the atti- 
tude of the big and little republics of Latin 
America. They are apprehensive that the 
United States is going into Nicaragua to 
stay. 

Since this government began the construc- 
tion of the Panama canal they have believed 
our aim was to acquire all the territory be- 
tween the Rio Grande and the Canal Zone. 
To reassure them, the state department, by 
direction of the president, has sent a circular 
note to all the countries concerned, describ- 
ing the conditions in Nicaragua. and making 
it clear that as soon as peace and order are 
established, American marines will be with- 
drawn. 

It igs extremely difficuit to forecast, how- 
ever, how long that willbe. Theeadministra- 
tion recognizes that it woufd be foolish to go 
to the expense of sending a large force to 
Nicaragua ard then, after nominal peace has 
been secured, to withdraw. This would mean 
another revolution in short order, and the 
dispatch of a second expedition as soon as 
peace and order are restored. 


May Pursue Roosevelt Policy. 

The president andehis advisers will con- 
sider the idea of pursuing a policy identical 
with that Col. Roosevelt followed in Santo 
Domingo. Americans will be placed in 
charge of the. customs houses, from which 
the revolutionists, through temporary pos- 
_3ession, obtain money. 

A new agreement will be made between the 
government to be established, under which 
a certain percentage of the customs collec- 
tions will be applied to the payment of the 
outstanding debt and the rest will be turned 
into the Nicaraguan treasury to meet the 
expenses of running the government. 

All this will take time. During the session 
of congress next winter, the president will 
explain the sitwation to the senate and will 
insist’ that it is the duty of the senate im- 
mediately to ratify the new agreement in 
order that the stable conditions established 
may continue, 

If Woodrow Wilson should be elected the 
“senate unquestionably would reject the 
agreement, and the status quo would be 
maintained until the new president. de- 
termined what policy to pursue. 

It may be there will be some fighting— 
following the landing of marines, but the 
general impression prevails that the révo- 
Qutionists,*who are practically in control 
of the situation, will recognize their in- 
ability to cope with the United States and 
will surrender to the inevitable. 


New Election Similer to Panama’s. 

Under the treaties of Washington, signed 
by the five Central American republics, recog- 
nition cannot be accorded to any govern- 
ment which may come into power in any of 
the republics as a consequence of a coup 
d'état or of a revolution. “so long af the 
freely elected represeritatives of the people 
thereof have not constitutionally reorganized 
the country.” 

In other words; even if the revolution now 
on were to succeed the government it would 
establish would not be recognized by the 
United States, Mexico, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Salvador, and Costa Rica. 

It is not at all likely that the government 
now in power will continue even with the 
approval of this country. To satisfy all 
parties, the president will direct that a new 
election be held. The people will be allowed 
to.express their choice freely, just as did 
those of the republic of Panama. 


Panama Case as Precedent, 

The Panama case is cited as the precedent 
the administration is following, though the 
eonditions on the isthmus were different 
feom thoge in Nicaragua. 

There is an intense anti-foreign feeling, 
the American legation and American con- 
sulates are in danger, two Americans have 
been kiNed, and others are in peril. : : 

Europeans are clamoring for protection, 
and their goyernments have informed the 
United States that they expect this eovern- 
ment to act. Failure to ce so would mean 
their Mmtervention. : 

It will be the duty of the American forces 
te prevent the destruction of the railroad 
and telegraph lines, to defend foreign life 
and property, and to bring about as early as 
possibie the restoration of peace. 

-» Who is behind the revolution hag not been 
_ ascertained. It would surprise no one, how- 
ever, should it appear that it is being financed 
by ex-President Zelaya. who was driven. by 
_ ‘this government into exile. Zelaya was canny 

- enough to establish a foreign bank account 

and is said to have plenty of funds at his 
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tions in southern Mexicc particularly are 
bad. 

They have engaged the attention of. the 
administration for some weeks, but noth- 
ing has’ been done, because it is realized 
that the dispatch of troops to the neighbor- 
ing republic will lead to a long struggle. 

In view of the short time remaining be- 
tween now and March 4 next the president 
does not feel justified in biding his successor 
to the prosecution of a war which probably 
would hast several years. 


U. S. MEN AT MASSACRE SCENE. 

CORINTO, Nicaragua, Aug. 28.—Com- 
mander Warren J. Terhune and 200 Amer- 
ican sailors and marines from the gunboat 
Annapolis and the collier Justin, now lying 
in Corinto harbor. today forced their way 
through territory controlled by the revolu- 
tionaries to Leon, midway between the Pa- 
cific coast and Lake Managua. It was there 
that the Liberals-rose in arms on Aug. 19 
and at night massacred the sleeping soldiers 
of the rarrison. ; 

The Americans found the Liberals hostile 
to their advance and it became necessary 
for Commander Terhune to threaten to at- 
tack Leon before the insurgents would allow 
the train bearing his detachment to enter the 
town. Rioting had subsided and the Amer- 
ficans found the city resuming its normal ap- 
pearance. 

After conferring with the Liberal leaders 
Commander Terhune withdrew his force 
from the city, 100 marines proceeding to Ma- 
nagua, the capital, and the remainder return- 
ing to Corinto. 


FRANK MORRISON DEFENDS 
“WE DON’T PATRONIZE” LIST. 


American Federation of Labor Secretary 
Asserts Right of Unions to Refrain 
from Dealing with Opponents. 


Hartford, Conn., Aug. 28.—[Special. ]—Sec- 
retary Frank Morrison of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, testifying today in the fa- 
mous hatters’ case, asserted the right of 
unions to refrain from buying or dealing 
with any one opposed to trade unionism. 

He identified several “we don’t patronize” 
lists, published tn the Federationist, and 
said the executive council frequently took 
action because of the unfair attacks upon it. 

The stand taken by Secretary Morrison to- 
day was similar to that of himself, John 
Mitohell, and President Gompers inthe 
Bucks Stove and Range boycott case. In 
that instance the federal Supreme court im- 
posed prison sentences on them for contempt 
of court, saying they had violated an injunc- 
tion forbidding the publication of unfair lists. 

Mr. Gompers will be called to the witness 
stand tomorrow.

Says Pitman Gave Names. 

Pelletier says Pitman gave him the names 
of friends who joined him in the conspiracy 
and also admitted getting the dynamite. 
Pitman, the prosecutor says, told: of meeting 
the parties to the conspiracy in Boston. 

John J. Breen, who was convicted tn Law- 
rence of placing the dynamite, corroborated 
Pitman’s story, Mr. Pelletier said. Breen, 
according to the district attorney, was asked 
by the plotters if he could use the dynamite, 
and he said he could. 


How It Was Delivered.

ILLINOIS-MICHIGAN CANAL. 


Bring Cargoes of Cement from La Salle, 
Showing Practicability of Waterway 
—Urge Improvement, 


The Peerless, with the barge Red Wing in 
tow, both loaded with cement, docked at 
East South Watet street at 4p. m. yesterday, 
completing the all water route from La Salle, 
demonstrating that the Illinois and Michigan 
canal is still navigabie. 

No serious difficulty was encountered en 
route. The experiment Was conducted by 
the Chicago Portland Cement company at 
the suggestion of the La Salle Commercial 
club, and many Illinois Valley manufacturers 
who are interested in the development of the 
inland waterways of Illinois. The test ig 
accepted as proof of the feasibility of a plan 
now under wey to establish a regular water 
route between La Salle and Chicago. 

“The improvement of the IMinois and 
Michigan canal,” said Norman D. Frazer. 
president of the cement company, “ should 
receive the early and unanimous support of 
the legislature. The waterway, seventy+ 
three miles in length, is practically useless 
in its present condition, but if improved it 
would relieve the congestion of railroad 
traffic.in the Illinois valley and provide the 
manufacturer with greater shipping facil- 
ties. 

“The canal represents an investment of 
$9,000,000, and the spending of a little more 
for its improvement would make it of some 
value to the commonwealth. The canal com- 
missioners are enthused over the siiccess of 
our test shipment and additional effort wil] 
be made to have the Illinois legislature ap- 
propriate $1,000,000 for suggested improve- 
ments."’

RISES INTO OFFICE JOB. 


Tutors Are Hard Headed Professors of 
Swine B ,;ying Art. 


Edward Morris Jr. at the age of 19 has 
begun his course of apprenticeship which 
one of these days is expected to make him 
one of the barons in the Union stockyards. 
The young man, a son of Edward Morris, 
president of Morris & Co., has got as far as 
the general office, where he now is a minor 
clerk. 

It has taken Edward Jr. eight months to 
land in the general office of his father. He 
arrived there by the route of the hog, sheep, 
and cattle pens. He began to wear tailor 
made clothes and stiff collars only last week, 
after eight months in knee high boots, cordu- 
roy trousers, blue flannel! shirts, -and brown 
duck coats. 

The young man has not yet worn off the 
tan of eight months out of doors. Ih that 
time he hag been communing with swine, 
sheep, and cattle, and also with stockyards 
dealers, whose experience made them able 
to teach the heir to the Morris kingdom some 
bitter lessons. 


Gives Up Luxury at Del Prado. 

Edward left his comfortable suite of rooms 
at the Del Prado hotel, where he had Hved 
during part of his course at the University 
of Chicago, and entered the stockyards eight 
months ago. He had been a social light at 
the university. All he had to do was to 
study and play like other students. His tn- 
structors were scholarly persons in faultless 
attire. The air at the university and the Del 
Prado is exceilent. 

The young man knew little or nothing about 
the stockyards when he was placed on the 
pay roll of Morris & Co. and told to find his 
way to the hog alleys. Here he was intro- 
duced to a new instructor, George Chandler, 
who is professor of hog buying for the com- 
pany. His new class room consisted of sev- 
eral acres of hog pens, probably more odor- 
ous than any other section of the yards, 


Hooray! A Green Hog Buyer. 

It took the stock yards speculators who 
deal in margins and make a good living at 
it about a fraction of a second to discover 
there was a green hog buyer in the alleys. 

Edward Morris Jr. was cordially received. 
He found his college popularity had not 
left him. He was more popular wading 
through the hog alleys in his high boots 
and corduroys and blue shirt and duck coat 
than he had ever been in his life. 

Every one was helping him out and giving 
him bargains in hogs. Edward Jr. grasped 
the opportunities right and left and bought. 

After he had bought Prof. Chandler looked 
over the results of the early lessons and 
shook his head. Edward Jr. had been stung 
and stung badly. Morris Sr. is said to have 
taken a hand in the early hog alley training 
with advice something on this order:

Then he was promoted to the sheep houses, 
where he le@rned right off to distinguish be- 
tween goats and sheep. That was compar- 
atively easy, the goats having whiskers. He 
was taken in hand by Prof. Billy Mooney, 
chief sheep buyer, and taught how to grade 
ewes, wethers, yearlings, bucks, and stags. 

After two months with the sheep the mil- 
lionaire’s son was putin thecattle pen, where 
he has worked for the last two months aga 
buyer among the range cattle and in the 
Texas division. 

Edward Jr. is generally known as “ Ed- 
die’ by this time in the stockyards He 
acquired a roan pony and a saddle about the 
time he became cattle buyer.

Mar- 
shall, the Democratic vice presidential can- 
didate, in his Maine speech yesterday said 
“*the way to handle the trust question is by 
forfeiture of charter.”” George W. Perkins 
of the Progressive national committee today 
discussed this matter, saying: 

“I notice Gov. Marshall says the way to 
reach the corporation question is to forfeit 
corporation charters, and that this can be 
done because a corporation is only a creature 
of the state.

‘Gov. Wilson is a constructive statesman 
able to solve these problems and ' found 
kim in accord with my views on the trust 
question. We talked about the defects in 
the third party platform. It was a talk 
about the best interests of the workingman.” 

Mr. Brandeis said he probably would make 
a number of speeches on behalf of Gov. 
Wilson. discussing the trusts and the tariff. 


Called On by Italians. 

A delegation of Italians from Essex coun- 
tr, N. J., through their spokesman, Antonio 
Petroni, told the governor those who had 
seen fit to criticise his views on fmmigration 
“had made a mountain out of a mole hill.”’ 

“Intelligent Itallans,’’ said Mr. Petroni,

I hope to be at it long enough to 
learn from people like yourselves things as 
they really are.”’ 

Will Speak in Pennsylvania.

Their regu- 
lar meetings last until about 10 or 10:30 
o'clock, and after that, after the majority 
of the people go home, the real excitement 
begins. The preacher leads. The followers 
raise their voices. moan and groan, and lie 
down on the floor. The hair of the women 
comes down as they yell at the top of their 
voices. I-have seen them leave the church 
at 6 o'clock after an all night service. 

‘* There is an upstairs room which I under- 
stand can be entered only by those who are 
baptized. This is used for the loudest and 
longest services. The trap doors which sep- 
arate this room from the main one can be 
raised so as to make one room, but they are 
always lowered for the secret ceremonies. 
A short time ago they held one service in 
Persian in the upper room and another in 
English in the lower. It was awful.”

The Democratic candidate for vice presi- 
dent of the United States, reports a dispatch 
from Augusta, Me., “ spoke here tonight on 
the tariff and the trusts. His solution of 
the trust problem is the reyocation of the 
charters of illegal corporations and crimi- 
pal prosecution of officers of monopolistic 
eoncerns—or ‘a few shaved heads,’ as he 
puts it.” 

It would be discourtesy to an amiable 
gentleman to name the course of treatment 
indicated for a head which produced this 
proposal for the trust problem solution. If 
there is anything that is inexcusable at this 
stage of trust discussion, it is the assump- 
tion that punitive measures directed against 
either corporations or their officials are ade- 
quate or even in some eases desirable or 
just, in the present state of the law. What 
is needed even more than the punishment 
of willful offenders is assistance to busi- 
ness men who would like to respect the 
law if either they or their lawyers knew 
where the line of obedience runs. Threaten- 
ing such men with “shaved heads” may 
keep them from pushing their business for- 
ward, may paralyze their energies, but it 
doesn’t solve the trust problem or get us 
an inch nearer solution. 


THE HARVESTERS. 

The boards of trade and other organiza- 
tions of the middle and far western states 
are issuing appeals for help. They want 
barvest hands.- They need men to help 
gather in the crops. They look to the 
~ city slums for these men. 

This call of the west holds endless possi- 
bilitiés and endless misery—all depending 
upon the individual who answers it. 

The man who works in the city for $8 
or $10 a week with no prospects ahead 
of him, chafing under drawbacks, but see- 
ing no way out, -may find this cml! to the 
harvest field the opportunity of a lifetime. 
Short of duration as the job is, it takes him 
to the west and gives him a foothold there 
right from the start. 

While working in the harvest field this 
man wil) gather scraps of information from 
his associates which will enable him to get 
something to do after the harvest season 
is over. Eventually, proceeding from job 
to job, he will get hold of a permanent means 
of making. a livelihood in the west. He 
will have bid the city slum good-by for- 
ever. : 

The man, on the other hand, who, to put 
it charitably, is a temperamental worker, 
who borders on the down and out class, and 
has little will power and less stamina left, 
will wish he had never started for the west- 
ern harvest fields. After the brief sea- 
son of work will be over he may find him- 
self stranded in a strange land, far from 
the generous free lunch counter which is 
there to cheer him in the city slum. 

The harvest spells opportunity, but it 
doesn’t spell easy opportunity.

IN CASE OF WAR. 

Gen. Robert K. Evans, chief of the di- 

vision of militia affairs, commenting upon 
the recent maneuvers in various parts of 
the United States, says that some observ- 
ers laughed, some wondered, but the more 
immediately concerned have wept. The 
regulars were fifty-eight men short to the 
company, and the militia sixty-eight, and 
' Gen. Evans declares we couldn’t put 20,000 
trained cavalrymen and artillerymen into 
_ the field “ if our lives depended upon it.” 
- But Gen. Eyans does not seem to esti- 
mate in our war strength all the military 
experts and seasoned soldiers who as con- 
.gTessmen are ever ready to threaten carnage 
against any foreign foe. In case some mis- 
guided power should tempt destruction by 
beginning hostilities againstas the president 
would immediately put that profound mas- 
ter of the art of war, Chairman Hay of 
the house committee on military affairs, at 
the head of our forces. Gen. Hay would 
call Gen. Ainsworth from his retirement, 
and a most sanguinary card catalogue cam- 
paign would follow. 

Meanwhile our mastery of the sea would 
be assured by one staggering victory won 
by the editor of the New York Evening Post 
as admiral of the fleet, who, besides con- 
quering the foe, would establish forever the 
folly of costly naval preparation by using 
editorials and peace society pamphlets as 
ammunition. 

But anyway, war is a thing of the past. 
We haven’t had a war for fourteen years. 
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Is IT? 
Ie our country a melting pot of the races?

THE PLANTING OF DYNAMITE, 

The suicide of a witness about to testify 
before a Massachusetts grand jury dramati- 
cally centers attention upon an investiga- 
‘tion which otherwise might have escaped 
it, Evidence, to which the suicide was to 
have contributed, will be given to the Suf- 
folk county grand jury to establish an al- 
leged plot of Boston men to plant dyna- 
mite in Lawrence for the purpose of discred- 
iting the textile strike. A man named Breen, 
who already his been found guilty of plac- 
ing the dynamite, is said to have confessed 
and implicated certain mill owners. 

When the McNamaras were arrested they 
and other labor leaders at once asserted 
that they were victims of a “ frame-up,” a 
plot exactly like this now charged in Bos- 
ton. The outcome of their trial disposed of 
that theory, 

It is possible that Breen was a real dyna- 
miter now implicating mill officials to get 
eyen, and such a counter frame-up doubt- 
less will be alleged, sincerely or as tactics, 
by the latter. The suicide is said, however, 
to have confessed in corroboration of Breen’s 
story, and it is rumored that District At- 
terney Pelletier has other evidence. 

It is hoped there will be a full exposure. 
If workmen plant dynamite to blow up em- 
ployers and employers plant it to hang work- 
men, our American optimism will realize 
that the increasing emphasis upon social 
reforms in our politics is not all buncombe 
concession to the sentimentalists. @ 


A PROPER CAUTION.

SWIMMING HOLES. 

C. H. Mills writes: “In one of your 
articles you asked the question, *‘ What 
town pays any attention to its swimming 
holes?" If it is not too late to give you 
“an answer to that question may I do 30 
by replying, Grand Rapids, Mich.? And 
in giving this answer I explain what is 
being done this summer in conducting mu- 
nicipal swimming holes, for most of them 
are simply natural, good, old fashioned 
swimming holes, the kind that fathers 
and grandfathers of today used to love to 
patronize when they were kids. 

‘Grand Rapids is at present support- 
ing and efficiently supervising nine mu- 
nicipal swimming pools. They are not 
the ordinary style of modern cem2nt or 
marble public baths, .They are the good, 
old fashioned, natural swimming holes, 
like the ones that daddy used to love 
years ago when he was a boy, the kind 
that holds a strong temptation for many a 
poor little ‘kid’ to play hookey from 
school in the spring or autumn. 


~~ 

“First of all, the city has. used two 
places in the main river of the town, one 
behind a freight depot, where there is a 
high running dam, and the other about a 
mile out of the center of the town, where 
a railroad bridge crosses and the bank of 
the river is thickly set with timber. An- 
other swimming hole is in an old unused 
power canal, and another is made out of 
a dammed creek in a vacant lot behind 
one of the large factories. 

“In wandering through one of the 
wildest wooded. portions of the city’s 
most natural and beautiful park we find a 
natural basin filled with running spring 
water, which constitutes another of these 
pools. Still another occupies the spacious 
cavern which was made years ago by 
blasting in an old plaster quarry, and two 
others are natural basins, which happen 
to lie in the center of other city parks. 
Only one out of the nine is a symmetri- 
cally constructed cement pool. And that 
one is a deviation from the usual plain 
square or oblong shapes. 

“Each of these places has a competent 
swimming director in charge, who gets 
right in with the boys, -rganizes games 
and water sports, looks after the safety 
of all the patrons, and plays the part 
throughout of the jolly, good natured big 
brother. In one week there were nearly 
14,000 bathers, which proves the people's 
appreciation of what the city is doing for 
them in this respect. Would it not be a 
good thing if more towns and cities would 
follaw the example of Grand Rapids and 
pay more attention to their ‘swimming 
holes ’’?”

Recently Miss Rumbold, secretary of 
the public recreation commission of S&t. 
Louis, kept statistics of those using the 
Soulard bath house. Of the men using 
the pool, 50.7 per cent could swim, boys 
65.4 per cent, women 13.5 per cent, girls 
33.5 per cent. She thinks St. Louis chil- 
dren are better swimmers than their par- 
ents. It seems strange that in American 
cities where most of the grown people 
have come from the country the children 
are better swimmers than the grownups. 
Perhaps the patrons of the Soulard bath 
are mostly foreigners, who have come 
from inland countries. 

However, it does not speak well for St. 


Louis that only 65 per cent of the boys | 


per cent of the girls can swim. 
It must be that St. Lou’: has pot deen 
ag wise as Grand Rapides. It certainly 
has the usual agsortment of clay holes anil 
ponds. Maybe it uses them as does Chi- 
cago-~as places in which to drown chil- 
dren. Here our lake bathing season 
closes on Labor day. The park lakes and 
clay holes are good swimming places for 
another six weeks. But ro, the boy. must 
do in stealth and in danger what he 
should be encouraged to do, but watched 
over so as to be secure, trained so as to 
get the most out of them. 

Every community in size from Rienzi, 
Miss., to Chicago, Ill., should follow the 
lead of Grand Rapids, at least so far as 
watching over and developing its. swim-

HOUSEHOLD FLY TRAP. 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture, bureau of animal industry, gives 
these directions for household, fly trap eix 
inches in diameter and twelve inches high: 

Buy two gets of six inch embroidery hoops. 
Use two of the smal! and one large hoop for 
the trap. Tack twenty inches of twelve 
inch wire screening on the inside of the 
smaller hoops. The cone requires twelve 
inches of twelve inch wire screening cut 
in a half circle, with a six inch radius to the 
circle. Lace the selvage edge of the screen- 
ing together with wire or linen thread, Tack 
the circular edge of the screening on the 
inside of the lower cylinder hoop, Cut a 
hole one-half inch in diameter at the top of 
the cone. Cover the cylinder with a piece of 
cloth held in place with the large embroidery 
hoop. Place trap over a bait of sugar and 
vinegar, high enough from the table to 
allow files to get underneath. Clean the 
trap by scalding the files, removing the 
cloth, and shaking the dead files into the 
fire.

IR DERRICK WERNHER, who re- 
certly went through the bankruptcy 
court in London only a few days be- 
fore the death of his father, Sir Julius 
Wernher, the famous South African 

multimillionaire, has just been cleared by the 
French courts of all criminal intent In con- 
nection with the charges of fraud brought 
against him and a Bavarian nobleman, Hugo 
von Grundherr, by a couple of the name of 
Marzy, owners of one of the largest art fur- 
niture, tapestry, and bric-&-brac shops in 
Paris.

It seems that prior to his father’s death 
Derrick, being sorely in need of cash, asso- 
ciated himgelf with Grundherr, whose ac- 
quaintance he had made in London, tn an 
effort to ‘‘ raise the wind.*’ 

They went to Paris and young Wernher 
purchased there $200,000 worth of goods from 
the Marzys, paying them with two notes of 
$100,000 each. The dealers were only too 
ready to accommodate the eldest son of so 
great a capitalist as the late Sir Julius, being, 
of course, ignorant of his financial troubles 
and his break with hisfather. 

Grundherr, according to the arrangement 
between him and Derrick, undertook to sell 
the goode at a profit of at least 50 per cent to 
people whom He knew in Germany and Aus- 
tria in time to take up the notes and to di- 
vide proceeds, 


oe 


Instead of doing this, however, Grundherr, 
who is a captain on the reserve list of the 
Bavarian cavalry, disposed of everything for 
about $70,000 and disappeared. 

Of course, when the notes fell due Sir Der- 
rick, who had meanwhile succeeded to the 
baronetcy and little else, for his father cut 


unable to pay, and as soon as the Marzys 
found that their goods had been sold at ridic- 
ulously low prices in Germany they lodged 
charges of fraud against him and his part- 
rrer. 

Sir Derrick surrendered himself volun- 
tarily, while Grundherr was discovered in 
London and extradited. 

The former has been cleared of any Intent 
to defraud, but Grundherr, who ten or fifteen 
years ago was a conspicuous figure on the 
German turf and maintained a racing stable 
at Berlin, will have to undergo a term of 
French penal servitude.

Of course, this does not relieve Sir Derrick 
of his financial obligation to the Marzys, and 
it remains to be seen whether they will be 
able to establish any lien upon his allowance. 

_ It ig unlikely that either his mother or his 
brother will be willing to do anything to help 
him owing to the violence of the scenes that 
he made at the Wernher residence in London 
when his father lay dying. 

The late Sir Julius repeatedly paid his 
debts, those which he had incurred as an 
Oxford graduate alone amounting to $150,000. 

A year after settling for those, finding that 
hig son wag piling up a fresh load of indebt- 
edness and was running into all kinds of ex- 
travagance, including the purchase of a 
string of racehorses, his father paid out a 
quarter of a million more and then published 
a notice in the agony column of the Londen. 
Times repudiating all further financial re- 
sponsibility for him. 

Hie creditors accordingly forced him at 
once into bankruptcy for a sum of more than 
$500,000, and an undischarged bankrupt he 
stil remains. | |

In 
spite of that business acumen which enabled 
him to rjse from the position of a $4 a week 
clerk In London to be the greatest South 
African magnate except Cecil Rhodes, far 
richer even than Alfred Beit, and also to win 
a baronetcy and the close friendship of Ed- 
ward VII., he allowed himself to be victim- 
ized to the tune of $300,000 by a Frenchman 
named Lemoine with a plausible scheme for 
the manufacture of artificial diamonds. Le- 
moine is now serving out a. sentence of fifteen 
years’ penal servitude. 

Sir Julius gave up his London clerkship 
when the war with France broke out In 1870 
and served throughout the campaign under 
the German flag, subsequently emigrating to 
South Africa, where he won both fame and 
his fortune.

Among the many reasons why a ceseation 
of the war between Italy and Turkey is de- 
sirable is the alarming condition of the ca- 
thedral church of St. Sophia at Constanti- 
nople, the chief mosque of the city since its 
capture by Mohammed II. more than 400 
years ago.

STREETS LIKE A VENICE. 
Women Save Boy from Drown- 
ing; Firemen Board Raft 
Fleet to Fight Flow. 


Residents near Wentworth avenue and 
Thirty-third street, who in previous summers 
have complained of a jack of water, got plenty 
ofit yesterday. A thirty-six inch water main 
under Wentworth avenue at that point burst 
at about 8:30 o’clook in the morning. From 
them until noon when firemen and work- 
men of the city water bureau finally got to 
the leak the neighborhood looked like Venice 
on a rainy day. 

The whole district from Wentworth ave- 
nue to State street and from Thirty-third te 
Thirty-first streets was inundated. Fami- 
lies in basements were routed from their 
beds by a deluge of cold water, several per- 
sons and many horses narrowly escaped 
drowning. Cellars were filled, and cellar walls 
swept away. The property logs will aggre- 
gate several thousand dollars. 


Geyser Surprises Night Watch. 

The main appears to have been defective. 
There was a pressure on it of forty pounds to 
the square inch. Louis Feinberg, a night’ 
watchman, was passing wher the pipe sud- 
denly cracked, and the water burst through 
the pavement like a fountain.

It was decided best not to make public the 
number of names already secured, as many 
of the petitions have not been turned in. 
The workers will continue their efforts until 
Tuesday, the last day for securing names. 
Every picnic in the vicinity of Chicago on 
Sunday and Labor day will be covered in an 
attempt to secure the required 100,000 namea 

Will Gontinue the Work, 

“If we are unable to get all the names we 
need,’’ said Mrs. MoCulloch, “ we will con- 
tinue the work and show the list to the legie- 
lature next winter... Maybe it will be of 
even greatér assistance then.” 

Mrs. Lewis K. Torbet had the largest num- 
ber of names on petitions. She has obtained 
1,200 signers. 

“It has been a wonderful experience,” she 
@aid, ‘“‘and I am giad I have done the work 
instead of going away for the summer. I 
have talked with at least 1800 men. Last 
Sunday I obtained the signatures of a man 
who stood in front of Immanuel Baptist 
church. He said: ‘I was down and out 
last winter, and I was fed at this church. 
Now I want to give you some money for this 
suffrage ca‘ise.’

He had taken his prisoner to a police box 
and was waiting for the patrol wagon when 
Everage broke away from him and ran. 
Bowker gave chase for two blocks and then 
got out his pistol: Everage still continued 
running and Bowker shot him through the 
chest. 

Edward H. Wright. an attorney with offices 
at 125 West Van Buren street, on Thureday 
applied to Judge Hopkins for a warrant for 
Bowker’s arrest. He charges a policeman 
has no right to_use a pistol on a prisoner 
trying to escape after committing a misde- 
meanor. Judge Hopkins asked for briefs on 
the law points involved: The matter was 
still under actvisement when Everage died. 

Meanwhile it was given out at the Stanton 
avenue station that Bowker had been ordered

Crotty. The reporter called to see if the 
order had been carried out.

Recent Increase in Price 

The principal object of the inquiry is to 
discover how much the cost of coal to the 
general consumer has been increased as @ 
result of the recent strike in the anthracite 
regions of Pennsylvania, to which fields the 
inquiry was specially directed.

tive Diffenderfer of Pennsylvania recently 
said the anthracite operators had added 25 
cents a ton to the price of coal at retail. 

In conjunction with the inquiry as to how 
much the price of coal was increased, C 
missioner Neil .is.expected to ascertain for 
what reasons and by what means the cost 
was raised. 

Another line of inquiry will be to deter- 
mine. how much the miners were benefited 
by the strike agreement. In support of the 
resolution it was argued that the miner did 
not get nearly all the increase paid by: the 
general consumer. 


Case Pending in Court. 

Before the report is submitted to the House 
the Supreme court of the United States 
probably will have handed down its de- 
cision as to the legal situation in the Penn- 
Sylvania anthracite fields. 

These legal questions arise out of the 
suit brought by the government against an 
alleged illegal combination of railroads and 
railroad coal companies, charged with seek- 
ing to monopolize the coal trade in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law.

The sult’ was filed by Attorney James Ham- 
flton Lewis and follows the recent decision 
of Judge Richard E. Burke, who in an opinion 
held that Shedd had no legal right to. a 
leasehold on the property. Shedd acquired 
the leasehold through buying up the stock 
of.the .Merrimac Building company. which 
was alleged to own a long time lease on the 
land. By the judge's opinion the leasehold 
reverts to the fee owners, whe will have to 
reimburse Shedd for the money he has in- 
vested. 

“It is the same old story,’ Mr. Judah said 
last night. “Mr. Patterson fought against 
the leaseholders for years and a number of 
times was turned down by the Supreme 
court. He owns one-twelfth of the fee in the 
land on which the Stewart building stands.

Charity Bazaar to Be Given. 


Arrangements for a charity bazaar for the 
benefit of old and indigent residents of Chicago 
were discussed in Hotel La Salle yesterday by 
the German Charity association of Chicago. 
The association was organized twenty-seven 
years ago by Mrs. M. Sommer, who was for 
twelve years its president. Its purpose is to 
provide for old and indigent men and women, 
regardless of race or creed. The association 
is affiliated with the Chicago association of 
Commerce and with the United Charities of 
Chicago, but much of its work is along inde- 
pendent lines. It was’ decided to’ hold the 
bazaar on the nineteenth floor of Hotel La Salle 
on Oct. 29, 30, and 31. Twenty booths will 
be erected In the red room and a German vil- 
lage, card games, and a vaudeville show will be 
provided on the roof garden. Mrs. Paul Ger- 
hardt is chairman of the bazaar committee and 
Mrs. Herman Seibt, vice president of the asso- 
ciation, is chairman of general arrangements. 
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Approves Drama as Aid to Church. 

INONA LAKE, Ind,, Aug. 28.—[Spe- 

cial.J—The utilizing of the drama by 

the church was advocated at the 

Winona Bible conference today by the 

Rev. Charles M. Sheldon, pastor of 

First Congregational church, Topeka, Kas., au- 

thor of several volumes, otie of which has 
been dramatized. 

“The dramatic instinct is present in every 
person to some degree,” he said, “and cannot 
be rubbed out. The saloon can be abolished, 
because the appetite for drink is abnormal, 
but a desire for the drama is natural and nor- 
mal. : 

“TI use the drama with a serious purpose. 
When my young people began practicing for 
the drama ‘In His Steps’ they regarded it 
as merely an entertainment and were inclined 
to treat it in a trivial way, but as they pro- 
ceeded they became serious and the effect 
on them was uplifting. 

“If one of my young people should write 
such a play as ‘The Servant in the House’ or 
even act in such a drama in the theater, I 
would feel he was doing a good thing. 

- 


“We must discriminate concerning the thea- 
ter as we do in the matter of our reading. 
We do not believe in reading all kinds of books. 
I have requested my people, if they attend any 
play at a public theater, to get up and leave 
at once if anything of a vulgar or suggestive 
character appears. I ask them to do this 
openly, so it will be known why they are leav- 
ing, and to make their reason for leaving known 
at the box office, and to follow up the matter 
with an explanatory letter to the management, 

“I wish ministers all over the country would 
join. in such a movement. The effect in 
favor of the right kind of drama would soon 
be felt. We have nearly lost our right to the 
name of Protestant, because of our failure to 
protest when we are in the presence of wrong.” 

a 

Dr. Sheldon advocated the requiring of health 
certificates from parties seeking marriage. 

“There are 100 ministers in Kansas,” he said, 
“who have agreed to abide by this require- 
ment. I expect Kansas will pass a law mak- 
ing the same requirement, When neither the 
church nor the state will allow improper mar- 
riages we will be able to protect: society.” 

Another innovation he advocated was only 
one regular préaching service on Sunday. 

Bishop E. H. Hughes of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church advocated the observance of a 
more Christian spirit toward the immigrant. 

“If we think the foreigner who comes to our 
shores owes uS a debt because of what our 
ancestors have done in founding and building 
up this republic,” he said, “we owe the for- 
eigner a debt for what his ancestors have done 
for us, Copernicus, Comenius, Jan Huss, So- 
bieski, Kosciusko, Pulaski were all Slavs and 
we owe them a debt We can never pay.”

Grape Jelly and Juice, 
BY JANE EDDINGTON, 


RAPE jelly, when we can gét a larse 

_ basket of grapes for 14 or 16 cents, or 

perhaps 12, or even at 20 cents and 

more, is undoubtedly one of the most 

economcea! of all jellies, except apple, 
perhaps, and the most wholesome. 

It is rather a pity that the grapes earliest 
in the market, Which are the best for jelly 
making, because not very ripe, 
three times as expensive as those that arrive 
later. The later ones’ make a jelly that !s 
good, but it is darker in eolor and not the 
beautiful red of that of the earlier grapes, 

There are those who make their grape jelly 
with pure grape juice without dilution, Others 
cook their grapes with water about a third 
the depth of the fruit, in order to extract the 
juice, while otherg use water enough to cover 
the fruit.

Some people think they dislike grape jelly, 
when, as a matter of fact, they but dislike the 
muddy, undiluted sort, There is a disadvan- 
tage in using too much water, for it has to be 
bolled out, and long boiling may be detri- 
mental to the jelly, It ts pound to be, if this 
long boiling is done after the sugar is put in. 

Perhaps it is safest to boil the juice twenty 
minutes, then add the sugar, and boil just 
enough to set it, as it were, This may not be 
more than five minutes, 

It is no more necessary to let grape juice 
drip over night from a bag than it is to use 
only the pure juice. It but prolongs the task, 
and makes jelMly making seem hateful to those 
who like to do a thing and get through with 
it, The whole business may be done in two 
hours, or less, with hardly a perceptible waste, 

A good, well keeping, and handsome grape 
jelly may be made within an hour from the 
time the grapes commence to cook, A good 
strainer with a suitable cloth over it is all 
that is needed. | 

oe 


The pulp that remains maybe put throtgh 
the strainer without the cloth, and cooked 
with an equal amount of sugar for a grape 
marmalade, which must be stirred in cooking 
or it will burn on, By utilizing this by-prod- 
uct—the marmalade may be used at Ogce or 
canned—there is no waste, 

Grape juice without sweetening is but the 
intermediate stage in jelly making, and, if put 
up with care,:not only makes a mofe refresh- 
ing drink than the sweetened (that is, mahy 
people find this true), but it may then be used 
any time for jelly. 

Grape Juice.—Remove the grapes—purple 
ones, the Concords—from the stems; wash 
thoroughly, cover with water, cook until the 
grapes break and the pulp is cooked, strain, 
heat, and, while boiling hot, pour into steril- 
ized bottles, and seal. If the bottles or jars 
are thoroughly sterilized, the juice will keep 
for weeks and months, When ready to.make 
jelly of, pour it out carefully or siphon it off, 
so as to avoid any sediment there may be, 
Any kind of fruit, no sugar needed, may be 
preserved in grape juice. This is a particu- 
larly good way to put up sweet plums, apples, 
and pears.

The use of grape juice increases every year, 
It is a splendid food, and pleasant adaptations 
of it for desserts are being worked out every 
day. A great’ deal has been done since the 
publication of farmers’ bulletin No. 175. on 
“Home Manufacture and Use of Unfermented

OVER VOCATIONAL EDUCATION.

Superintendent of New York Schools 
Asserts Pupils Fail to Receive 
Training in Modern Day Methods. 


Vocational education was condemned in 
favor of lessons in concentration as the chief 
essential for the elevation of present day 
methods of instruction by Dr. William H. 
Maxwell, superintendent of schools in New 
York, in an address at the third day’s session 
of the Cook County Teachers’ institute in 
Wendel! Phillips high school yesterday. 

** Pupils should be taught to concentrate 
their minds on a series of studies, and not 
On one individual department,” he said. 
“Such a method would reduce to oblivion 
many Salient features of present day teach- 
ing. 

“In the child instinct rules, while the 
average adult Is governed by habit.

BLAMED ON WAR 


David Starr Jordan Points to 
- Immense Tax from Arma- 
ment Building. 


; 


‘Transmississippi Congress Speak- 
er Would License Foreign 
Tourist Agencies. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Aug. 28.—David 
Starr Jordan, 
ford university, in his speech before the 
trans-Mississippi ‘commercial congress to- 
day blamed war.taxes for the high cost of 
living. 

Dr. Jordan reviewed the history of wars 
and the money, lenders who made them pos- 
sible. He said: 

“The debt of Europe, mostly for war and 
war’ implements, has been controlled, not 
owned, by *das consortium’ of bankers, by 
the sixteen to eighteen families, the Roth- 
schilds at their head, who constitute the 
unseen empire of finance.”’ 

The speaker went on to show that the 
annual expenditures of the world on armies 
and navies’in these times of peace passes 
$4,000,000,000 a year. 

“ Almost the whole story of the rise of the 
cost of living is told in the story of the rise 
of taxes for war debt and war armament.” 

Dr. Jordan said war took the best blood 
of any country, and that only cowards re- 
mained, and from them came forward new 
generations who hold the nation in their 
grasp. aan 

Would Tax Foreign Agencies. 

J. W. Kelley of Denver, urging the “ See 

America First’’ idea, suggested that license 


fees be required of foreign tourist agencies. 
He further asked that the fees ‘‘be made 
the basis for a fund to be devoted to carry- 
ing out such policies as may be inauguratcd 
by this congress to turn a portion of the tide 
of foreign travel to the attractive scenes in 
the United States.”’ 


Asks Protection for Farmers. 

A resolution demanding that products of 
the farm and ranch be given the same meas- 
ure of protection as is accorded other prod- 
ucts of the United States, was submitted by 
Col. lke T. Pryor of Texas. The farmers and 
ranchmen had been blamed unjustly for the 
high cost of living, Col. Pryor said. 

A regolution by Henry Walsh of Utah 
criticised the forestry policy of the interior 
department, asserting that the mining. de- 
velopment of the west was being retarded by 
the regulations. 

Other resolutions called for a transconti- 
nental highway and urged a bill for the 
creation of a division of information in the 
immigration bureau to direct immigrants to 
suitable locations in the west.

‘“ The cost of every article used by the rall- 
roads of this coyntry is increasing, including 
Wages,” he said’ “ This is the aipper mill- 
stone undtr which the railroads are being 
rapidly ground into bankruptcy. 

‘‘ Uniess the policy of the interstate com- 
merce commission and the state commissions 
s00n changes it will require more than the 
magic wand of the courts and receivers to 
sustain even a spark of life or usefulness in 
at least 80 per cent of the railroads now in 
existence. | 

“The most important problem,” continued 
Mr. Daty, ‘“‘that confronts the railroads to- 
day is train tonhage. It is just as necessary 
thot the railroad companies ask that their 
traffic be handled as economically as possible 
so that their income may be increased. The 
important questions to solve are the maxi- 
mum loading of locomotives and the reduc- 
tion of empty car mileage.

“ Broadening activity in pig iron has been 
the pronounced feature of the market for 
the last week and the buying movement now 
under way is one of the largest in years. 


“Prices are up in all districts and heavy sales 


have been. made at the higher levels for de- 
livery in the first. quarter and the first half. 
of’ next year. 

“ Demand upon.the,foundry industry has 
increased so gradually in recent months that 
its volume, as revealed by this latest develop- 
ment in the pig iron market, has been under- 
estimated. Several hundred thousand tons 
of northern and southern irons has been sold 
in the last ten days. the greater part of it 
for delivery in 1913. | 

“Cincinnati reports 100,000 tons sold in 
the week: Buffalo, 50.000 tons, and Chicago 
one of the largest weeks of the year. 


Orders for Well Into Winter. 

‘** A large factor in the buying in central western 
markéts has been the iron taken by malleable and 
other foundries manufacturing railroad equip- 
ment. Car works have orders that will run them 
well into the winter, and many foundries will be 
very busy in consequence, Pipe works have bought 
30 000 to 40,000 tons of southern iron on the $12.50 
Birmingham basis for No.2, in addition to 60.000 
tons reported last week. 

‘The $12.50 price for next year is well eetab- 
lished and some sales have been made by southern 
furnaces at $13.00 for the first quarter. Ohfo 
furnaces have advanced foundry iron prices 25c 
to Sic. Im basic irom advances have been made 
in the south and east. One eastern steel plant paid 
$16.50 for 16,000 tons for the first quarter. A 
aale of 15.000 tons for the first half wae made at 
$13.00 Birmingham. 

‘“In the Pittsburgh district Beesemer iron has 
sold at $14.75 at Valley furnace and basic is 
nominally $14.00, though some makers ask $14.00 


for first quarter. 


Trust Running Nearly Capacity. 


‘‘The situation in finished material only accen- 
tuates what has existed tu recent. weeks.. ‘The steel 
corporation, with roundty €,000,000 tons of unfilled 
orders, has specifications for 40 pér cént of this 
tonnage.
